Librarian's  Report 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
report  is  for  eleven  months  only,  and  so  at  first 
glance  the  figures  will  seem  to  be  much  lower  than 
those  of  last  year. 

In  June  we  received  28  juvenile  books  from  the 
Green  Acres  School  in  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.  From  inter- 
ested friends  we  received  20  books,  9  were  juvenile  and 
11  adult,  both  non-fiction  and  fiction.  From  the  State 
Aid  Fund  for  the  1943  quota  we  received  6  adult  non- 
fiction,  2  adult  fiction  and  7  juvenile  books,  and  a  bonus 
of  5  juvenile  books.  Due  to  a  delay  in  sending  in  the 
order,  we  have  not  yet  received  the  1944  quota  of 
books  from  the  State  Aid  Fund.  Thus  far  only  4  adult 
fiction  have  been  purchased  with  the  town's  allotment. 
However  a  total  of  72  books  have  been  added  to  the 
library  this  year. 

The  Bookmobile  is  still  making  calls  at  the  library, 
and  since  February  first  we  have  borrowed  286  books 
and  loaned  793.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

There  were  23  Easton  pupils  attending  school  last 
year  at  Franconia.  Eight  were  members  of  the  school 
only  part  of  the  year.  The  number  classified  by  rooms 
was  as  follows:  Grades  1-3,  7  pupils;  Grades  4-6,  7 
pupils;  Grades  7-8,  7  pupils;  High  School,  2  pupils. 
There  were  2  Easton  pupils  at  Sugar  Hill. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  88.97. 
This  was  an  improvement  of  .9  over  the  previous  year. 
There  was  one  tardiness  as  compared  with  23  the  year 
before. 

There  are  20  pupils  attending  school  this  year. 
Three  are  attending  at  Sugar  Hill.  Seventeen  are  en- 
rolled at  Franconia,  15  in  the  elementary  school  and 
2  in  the  high  school. 

Easton  pupils  made  the  transfer  to  other  schools 
quite  successfully.  Anna  Darvid  and  Stuart  Bowles  com- 
uleted  the  elementary  school  and  entered  the  high 
school  in  Franconia.  Anna  Darvid  and  Norma  Lang 
achieved  perfect  records  of  attendance,  not  being  ab- 
sent or  tardy  for  the  entire  school  year  of  354  half-days. 

The  transportation  plan  to  Franconia  is  working 
out  fairly  well.  It  is  particularly  advantageous  to  those 
pupils  who  wish  to  attend  high  school  in  Dow  Acad- 
emy.

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ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can 
get  into.  Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and 
forest  fires  burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of 
which  2,788  acres  were  valuable  timber  and 
young  growth.  With  available  manpower  the 
lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you 
can  help  to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing 
these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire 
warden  before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open. 
Burning  under  certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to 
control  your  fire— a  permit  does  not  excuse 
you  of  negligence  in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  prompt- 
ly to  your  forest  fire  warden.  Minutes  lost 
are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches 
and  pipes.  Smokers  caused  most  of  our 
fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You 
can't  feel  safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.
